CLAIMS TO SELL ABOVE MABKEr 


And That Charges of Slaughtering 


Are Instigated by Commis- 


sion Packers. 


EoiTOit REPUBLICAN :— Kindly publisl 


the following reply to the attack mad 
by the committee composed of F. II 
Ball, Alexander Gordon, W. H. Hodg 
kins and tlie Locan Vineyard Company 
on the Producera* Raisin Packing Com 
pany in your issue of Sunday morning 
October 29tli. 


Before replying to the accusation w 


would like to call the attention of tli 
growers to the fact that the second per 
son named in this committee was one o 
the first to attempt the organization o 
tho Producers' Raisin Packing Com 
pany, and we understand was instru 
mental in giving this company the 
name it has, viz., the Producers' Raish 
1'acking Company of Fresno, and he 
was one of the most pronounced in crv 
ing down tho infamous work done by 
the raisin packers of the previous year 
and strongly advocated the forming o 
the association of growers to protec 
their own interests in the shape of a co- 
operative company; but before the or 
{•anix-ation could bu completed the ecu 
tlcnuin referred to sold his crop of raisins 
to the Cirillin-Skclly Company and the 
consideration was a great secret, and 
the Producera' Kaisin Packing Compan' 
could have died a natural death for al" 
of the support given it by the gentle 
man 
above 
referred to, who is so 


"strongly interested in the affairs of hits 
fellow growers, and eo solicitous Urn 
they should receive high prices for their 
raisins." 


It looks very much as though there 


were very little honor in tho country 
when such a man will allow himself to 
be used as a stool pigeon by others foi 
the purpose of getting the small grow- 
ers' raisina, and the parties who are 
slaughtering goods mid cutting prices 
are those growers who give their goods 
into the hands of commission packers 
without anv limit. 


Itsccinstobe the intention of such 


men to freeze out the 20-acrc-lot man 
so as to get a big price for the product 
of the l(!0-aero vineyard, as the supply 
vill then be limited ; and if this dotcsta- 
)Io business is kept up, almost, every 
mall holder will be forced to dig up his 
vinos. 


Every year .wo have carried stock 


>ver not because we could not sell, but 
)ccause we refuse to let them go at such 
>rices or accent prices equal to those at 
vhich others arc willing lo sell, and vet 
vo have been wrongfully charged with 
)rcaking the market every year. 


We have made tliia above reference to 


how tho people of Fresno tho "shieer- 
ty"o[ at least one of the committee 
vnen ho makes tlio following remark: 
'Now, follow growers, wo consider this 
i public offense and a terrible blow to 
be interests of all raisin growers in Cal- 
forniii," cU*. 


Now in regard to the accusation which 


hia committee makes, wo wish lirst to 
talu that it is simply a malicious false- 
lood and that the parties subscribing 
o this statement are advocating an mi- 
rnth, and they could havo satisfied 
hemsclves had they been gentlemen 
nougli lohavu called at tho olhcc of this 
iompany and ascertained whether we 
md done whatthcysaid wo havo or not. 


Wo have never been engaged in any 


rooked work and aro not ashamed or 
fraid of an investigation ; neither have 
vo paid to some of our stockholders 
vilhin a fraction of fi cents a pound for 
heir raisins and to other parties in the 
ame company Hijt cents for as good a 
lass of raimns delivered at the same 
ilacc and during the same season. 


The facts regarding the reputed sale 
o which tlio committee refers to are as 
allows: October 24th, wo received a 
clegram from our agent in Chicago: 
Sold subject to immediate answer day

We immediately wired our agent in 


Chicago as follows: "Offer declined;

This will only go lo show Ihatal- 
lough our agent submitted the offer to 
s, it being on the same basis as oilier 
articg were offering, that we refused 
ic offer, and we are today in receipt of 
letter from him staling "that it will be 
mpossible for us to sell any raisins 
hove prevailing prices here." 
We also wish to quote from letters rc- 
eivcd from a eqirescntative of this 
:ompany, who is now in the East look- 
ng after our interests, and lie writes US 
s follows from a city in the state of 
Tebraska. The name of the firm we do 
ot consider it necessary to disclose, as 
•e ran give their name if it is found 
cceesary hereafter : 
"Showed me their orders given to and 
cccpled by Porter Bros, for one car of 
and 3-Crown, 3-Crown iit3|^ cents and 
Crown at 2% cents, this being •*£ of a 
;ent leas than our prices. I did not at- 
empt to meet thia cut." 


He next visited another house and 


ound as follows : "That Griffin & Skcl- 
y bad sold them two carloads, 4-Crown 
aycra at 
$1.60, tied 
with ribbons;

ound boxes, at 31,..' cents'. I saw the 
ist and orders and am satisfied that this 
s correct.

& Skelley's and Armaby's price list is 
irom^toi'^of a cent a pound under

Tlie above letter is under date of Octo- 


ber 15th, which will show that tho slate- 
incut made by this committee ia false, 
viz: 3-Crown in sacks at the date that 
they allege we made the sale were "scll- 
ng freely in the Eastern market nt 4 
cents and 2-Crown at 3,'^j cents, and 5 
cents for seedless Sultanas." 


We also wish to call your attention to 


a letter received by us from our agent in 
St. Louis under date of October 17th : 


"Wo aro sorry that your high prices 


prevent ue from getting any orders foi 
raisins. We have been telling you righ 
along that YOU are being undersold, bu 
it seems that you will not believe it. We 
lost lots of orders of loose Muecatels just 
because you did not see fit to meet othei 
reliable packers' prices. Sultana raisins 
are offered freely at 4^ cents in bags 
and we do not think there would be aTiy 
UBC in submitting you an offer on that 
as we would not have been able to sol 
a straight car of seedless Sultanas or1 
even- make uu a car among our buyers 
rigjit now, and you would not meet the 
price on loose Muscatel. We deplore 
this condition of affairs very much in- 
deed. We see open quotations from 
Siftgerman Bros, of New York quoting 
'2-Crowh at 3 centa, 3-Crown at 3j£centa 
in fifty pound boxes." 


Under dateof October23d we received 


advice from St. Paul that 2-Orown 
raisins are being offered at 3 cents and 
8-Crown at 3)£ cents free on board on 
the coast.

We also have the same kind of renorts 


from Buffalo, Omaha, Kansas City anc 
many other points, showing tha£ the 
committee willfully stated aa untfutj- 
when they said 'that the market in- the 
East on or abolit the 20th 61 this month 
was in a very healthful condition, as 
prices in the Last as above shown, be- 
fore the date mentioned by them, were 
being made at 3 cents on 2-Crown and 
and 3)4 cents on 3-Crown, or in other 
words % cent below that named in the 
article written by this committee. 


We received word from our agent in 


Chicago under date of October 10th. 
Among other things ho says: "Prices 
you refer to on raisins are too high by % 
cent. Our competitors are offering 3 
and 3K cenls quite freely, and London 
layers at $1.20 to $1.25." The above 
goods referred to were 2 and 3-Crown 
loose in sacks and 3-Crown layers. 


He further goes on to Hay : "llegard 


ing Sultanas, enough have been sold o 
Ilutler's at 4 cents free on board to 
-pretty well establish the market at this 
price." 


The statement above made will go to 


show to the people that all along WL 
have held our prices high ; that wo have 
lost sales by not meeting the cuts o 
other packers, and that tho accusatini 
brought by this committee is an in 
famous falsehood. 


It now stands for this committee to 


cither prove the accusation or come u] 
like men and apologize forlhounwar 
ranted wrong which they havo at- 
tempted to do their fellow growers who 
compose this company.

Maud. 


Mr. Bconlen stated that there was 


Gome sort of an engagement between his 
daughter and Aran Doren, but that he 
and his wife did not approve of it, and 
had been keeping the girl home to pre- 
vent her meeting the young man. Yes- 
terday morning she left the house with- 
out her parents' knowledge aud met 
Ytin Doren. He (Bearden) had been 
unable to locate thorn, however. 


Recorder Clark and Mr. Bearden went 


to tlje former's ollice, where Benrdtm 
swore to a complaint charging Van 
Doren with unlawfully and feloniously 
abducting his daughter for tho purpose 
of having her live a life of prostitution 
and defilement. 


Policeman Mcrnin was given the war- 


rant, and arrested Van Doren at the 
Nonpareil .house on I street. He was 
brought before the recorder, being rep- 
resented by Attorney G. ii. Graham. 
Recorder Clark iixcd Van Dorcn's bond 
ut $1000, which the attorney considered 
excessive. Van Doren went with the 
policeman to secure 
sureties,

being a comparative stranger, did not 
succeed. 
. On bia return to the recorder's court 
A'lin Doren showed that ollicial some 
affidavits that made him blush to tlic 
tips of his toes. They bore only indi- 
rectly on the present ciise, and cannot 
on account of their peculiar nature be 
given. 


Van Doren slated that he had been 


engaged to Maud Buurden for some 
time with the consent of her parents.

EKITOU RJ;I'UI,I,ICAN :—I said in my last 


.rticle that in the near future I would 
;ivu a plan for a cheap and comfortable 
ien house, and had intended lo do 
this week, but 1 have had numerous in- 
quiries of late about the diseases of 
fowls; also about vermin—lice, that ter- 
rible enemy of our barnyard fowl. One, 
Mr. John Crawford, has written to know 
where 1 keep my chickens, if I have any 
X) Bell, H 1 will not tell him how to keep 
lice from his hens, but failed, like tho 
others, to inclose stamp for reply by 
mail, and as these articles are intended 
(if there is any benefit to be derived 
from them) for all, therefore 1 will this 
week write more particularly about Urn 
destruction of this dreadful enemy of 
poulterers and their fowls. 
First, 1 ivuiilu nay, always have youi 


roosts and roosting places so that you 
can get to them easily to clean them; 
For the (small red or while louse, some- 
times called tho "spider louse," lives 
upon the woodwork of the poultry 
house, covering the perches and the 
nests, and, when very abundant, swarm- 
ing over the whole interior of Uie build- 
ing.These detestable insects do not staj 
permanently on the fowls' bodies, but 
make raids upon the birds when on the 
perches at night, or when visiting tho 
nests for laying. They also tonnen 
Kittling liens beyond endurance, at tlmci 
forcing Ilium lo abandon their eggs 
altogether. 
How ninny of you linvi 


wondered why "Biddio"" left her HCBI 
nnd eggs before she had llnlshed tholi 
incubation 'I If you had looked possiblj 
yon would have found countless mini 
born of these little pests, tmrking the 
very life from the poor fowl. Tho rcg 
ulur homo of these insects is upon the 
woodwork, not upon the bodies of tlie 
fowls. 
There are various kinds of vcrmii 


that attach themselves permanently ti 
the fowls. These are larger than the 
spider louso, mid of different shape 
their bodies being larger and formet 
something like a pear, while the liodics 
of the spider lice tire relatively broader 
Now lliese pear-shaped vermin are o 
different species, some feeding upon tin, 
feathers entirelv, and having cutting 
teeth resembling the pincers of leaf 
eating insects, while other species have 
a sucking apparatus instead of cultinj., 
jaws, anil they suck tho blood and juiret 
of the fowls for IIK-Irfuud. 


To get rid of these insects—for you 


fowls or litlle chicks will never do mucl 
good if by night on the roost, and In 
day on the nests they must be, us i 
we're, literally <>ntcn mi alive.—clean ii] 
all rubbish anddrojjpingnaud thorough 
ly dentine and whitewash your walls 
nests, perches, indoors and out. Ad* 
lo your whitewash two ounces of sul 
pliuric acid to every five gallons o 
whitewash, and 
thoroughly saturate 


the ground lloor. Nothing but the 
ground, gravel or cement, elevated six 
or eight inches above tltp level of the 
outside, so as to be easily kept dry 
should be used for floors. Board floor 
ure a curse, to the poulterer, breedin] 
vermin and disease. Thousands of fine 
birds have sickened and died from no 
other t'jinae than being forced to rooa 
over a wet nnd soured, vermin breeding 
board or plank floor, which continual!; 
throws of a vapor that is a deadly poisor 
to them. I shall have more to say 01 
this nt some future time. Use flour o 
sulphur in your nests, and wind you 
perches with strips of old woolen rags 
and saturate them with coal oil and car 
bolic acid (J^ ox acid, 1 qt coal oil). By 
continuing this for from four lo six 
weeks you will entirely rid your fowls 
and fowl house of all vermin and raieo 
from 30 to 50 per cent more of your 
chicks. 


Now, 
dear reader, do not pass this by 


as idle talk, but see to it now, this very 
day. Clean up; clean up now,.before 
the winter rains come. Clean up inside 
and outside, and do not let your perches 
nnd nests bo the home and abode of de- 
stroying vermin. Make them the happy 
homes of your "birds," and it will not 
only be a homo comfort to you, but it 
will put dollars in your pocket.

I have now a number of Muscat vines 


uii which all of tho smaller grapes, over 
half tho Cranes in each bunch, are en- 
tirely seedless. T propagate from cut- 
tings of these vines, then from such of 
these new vines as produce the mast 
seedless grapes 1 propagate again, and 
so continue using cuttings from tmch 
vines only as produce most seedless 
grapes. 


The white Corinth grapes never have 


anything liku Heeds; it has taken BOO 
years of such work as above outlined to 
bring them to perfection. The Sultana 
ia yet in the last yearn of metamorphosis 
from seed bearing to seedless. The 
Thompson is in tlie same condition. 
Many vines of these two varieties pro- 
duce a few grapes containing seeds, or 
shells of seeds. People should never 
propagate fioin such vines.
